The contro, ersy over the 
proposed Sierra Vista park site 
continued to rage as the Parks 
and Recreation Committee held 
a special meeting Monday night 
to hear further comment from 
area residents, 

In spite of stout opposition 
from a group of residents near 
Sierra Vista Elementary 
School, the park site seems 
to be gaining friends in the 
neighborhood. 

The committee voted to re- 
afirm its original and continous 


~ position in favor of acquisition 


and development of a park site 
adjacent to Sierra Vista School. 

One opponent of the park 
Site asked the committee of the 
availability of land on the east 
side of the school, Chairman 
George Gibson told him that 
land was not for sale. 

The man then asked if the 
City was going to buy a house 
that was in the area. City 
Manager Elwin Alder informed 
him that the house was not 
on the area in question. 

Bill Huff, 1465 N, 2nd Ave., 
a staunch opponent of the site 
asked the committee foraclear 
definition of what the park would 
be, saying no one really knows 
what might go in there. 

Committeeman Howard Mer- 
rill explained that the park 
would be similar to the City’s 
other neighborhood parks, ‘A 
quiet park, with grass and walk- 
ways.’? 

The opposition was the 
noisiest segment at the meet- 
ing, but those in favor of the 
park were more numerous, 


Several residents stood up - 


to voice their hopes that a park 
would be established on the 
site. 

One woman said she had a 
petition which had already been 
signed by 35 persons in favor 
of the park. She was asked to 
submit it to the City Clerk 
for presentation at the next 
City Council meeting. 

Kenneth Sanderman, repre- 
senting the Upland Civic As- 
sociation, brought a proposal 
before the Committee asking 
that the Association be allow- 
ed to develop Sierra Vista Park 
if and when the site is purchas- 
ed. 

The committee took noaction 
on the proposal at this time, 
tabling it until a more specefic 
request could be made and 
further information is avail- 
able. 

Sanderman told members that 
the Association realized the 
magnitude of the project and 
that the group planned to finance 
it by, ‘‘Blood, sweatandtears.”’ 

The Civic Association hopes 
tc develop the park for 
youngsters from five to their 
early teens, Sanderman said. 

Some of those opposed to the 
park walked out while Sander- 
man was presenting the

Association’s plans. They ap- 
peared particularly upset when 
he mentioned the possibility 
of putting in an airplane or a 
fire truck (non.-moveable) for 
children to play on. 

Sanderman emphasized that 
the Association wanted the co- 
operation and help of the 
neighbors in the area, and that 
their desires on what would go 
into the park would be the 
central factor. 

Members of the Parks and 
Recreation Committee asked 
the Association to research the 
amount of help they could get 
from other service organiza- 
tions and the amount of work 
the project would require, then 
return with more definite in. 
formation, and the Committee 
would probably be most happy 
to grant the request.

After the dust finally settled 
on Sierra Vista, the Committee 
decided to delay acceptance of 
the proposed Frances Mitchell 
memorial rose garden in Baldy 
View park, pending approval 
of the family. 

Mrs. Mitchell was principal 
of Baldy View Elementary 
School from 1954 until her death 
in 1965. The City has proposed 
a memorial to her in the form 
of a rose garden and walkway 
to be placed in the south-east 
corner of the park. 

A memorial fund of $1,500 has 
been established to develop the 
garden. 

In other action, the Com- 
mittee favored making a site 
at Campus Avenue and 15th 
Street available to the Upland 
Little League for a practice 
field. 
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Civic Association pledges 
‘Blood, sweat and fears ’ 


Are ‘Blood, sweatand tears’’ 
enough to develop a neighbor- 
hood park? 

That’s exactly how the Upland 
Civic Association plans to de- 
velop the Sierra Vista park, if 
it is bought, and the City allows 
the Association to go ahead. 

The proposal, which was pre- 
sented to the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Committee by Kenneth San- 
derman Monday night, is a good, 
honest request but it must be 
realized that it is not an easy 
one. 

The City of Upland estimates 
that it takes from three to four 
months and approximately $50,- 
000 to develop a five-acre 
neighborhood park. Sierra Vista 
is seven acres. 

What it takes to produce a 
finished park can be shown by 
looking at the figures for Bal- 
dy View Park, which is nearing 
completion. 

The largest single expendi- 
ture involves installation of a 
sprinkler system at an esti- 
mated cost of $11,000. 


The next largest chunk is 
$9,000 for a park service buil- 
ding and restrooms, 


Naturally the park 1s for the 
elementary schoo] children, so 
play equipment must be put in 
for the youngsters. The City 
normally plans to spend ap- 
proximately $4,288 for this e- 
quipment. 

A list of play things for the 
pre-school] tots includes a cas- 
tle, saddle, turtle, swing and 
slide. As the youngsters ad- 
vance in age a viking ship,

are added to a swing and a 
turtle for their enjoyment. 

It takes about three to four 
months to develop one of these 
five acre parks. That takes it 
from the first grading to the 
final planting of the lawn. The 
play equipment can be easily 


installed later, or at the time 
of development. 

Another factor in the feasibi- 
lity of a private group develop- 
ing a site on its own involves 
labor. The City has at its dis- 
posal several maintenance 
crews which can do some of the 
work themselves, where a pri- 
vate group might have to hire a 
crew. 

Homer Greear, street and 
parks maintenance foreman, 
pointed out that on parks such 
as Baldy View the Street De- 
partment does much of the work 
including installing the drinking 
fountain units, planting, some 
asphalt paving, grading and in- 
stallation of underground elec- 
trical units. 

Upland doesn’t have any five- 
acre parks developed yet, Bal- 
dy View will be the first. The 
City hasn’t been able todevelop 
the parks because of its policy 
of acquiring sites as schools 
are built. There simply isn’t 
enough money for both. 

Perhaps private development 
is an expedient way of getting 
these parks ready for use. 

After four months, $50,000, 
and a lot of hard work a devel- 
oped site would be available to 
the youngsters. A good project 
for the children and a good pro- 
ject for the group that does it 
-- if it can.

The Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District Board of 
Directors at a regular meet- 
ing August 4 voted to call a 
special election October 4 
authorizing the District to sell 
$16,000,000 in bonds to finance 
the construction of an industrial 
waste disposal system in the 
West End and purchase capacity 
in the Los Angeles County San- 
itation District disposal sy 
tem. 

Of the $16,000,000, some 
$6,265,000 is slated to purchase 
the surplus capacity in the 
existing industrial sewer trunk 
lines from the Los Angeles 
County Sanitation District.

For years Upland has hadan unsightly, 
unsafe condition at Upland High School. 

Along Foothill Blvd. at San Antonio to 
the East, there is no service road. 

As a result, a barren, rocky strip is 
the most forlorn and neglected strip of 
land clear across Upland. 

By contrast, the City has been im- 
proving the center strips at San An- 
tonio and Foothill. The City requires 
all other property owners to improve 
their land with landscaping and service 
roads. 

A year ago the City requested that 
the high school district improve the 
area north of the football and baseball 
fields putting in a service road. The 
district agreed. 

Now it appears that the high school 
district has gme back on its word to 
improve the area, for the item was 
knocked out of the budget. 

The rough estimate was for $30,000 
we have learned, and this includes trees 
and landscaping. 

It is our opinion that if the high school
